1 . NORWAY IS ONE OF AMERICA'S CLOSEST FRIENDS AND ALLIES WITH 
INNUMERABLE TIES OF HISTORY, FAMILY, COMMERCE AND SECURITY. 

IT IS ALSO ONE OF THE WEALTHIEST COUNTRIES IN THE WORLD. IN 
TERMS OF PER CAPITA GNP (US $8860), IT RANKS EITHER ONE OR TWO. 
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ITS OIL RESOURCES ARE EXPECTED TO BEGIN GENERATING INCOME 
ON THE ORDER OF $7 BILLION BY THE MID 1980’S. ITS 
CITIZENS ENJOY ONE OF THE WORLD'S HIGHEST STANDARDS 
OF LIVING. ALL OF WHICH EXPLAINS THE FACT THAT NORWAY 
IS NOT A RECIPIENT OF GRANT MILITARY ASSISTANCE NOR FMS CREDITS 
OR IMET. SHE PAYS CASH FOR WHAT HER SMALLSTANDING MILITARY 
REQUIRES. THEREFORE, THE ORCHESTRATION OF U S. MILITARY 
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ASSISTANCE TO NORWAY TO ACHIEVE U.S. POLICY OBJECTIVES IS NOT 
ONLY UNNECESSARY BUT IMPOSSIBLE. 

2. ICW REFERENCES THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION IS PROVIDED IN 
FORMAT AS OUTLINED IN REF A. 

3. A. (1) (S) NORWAY IS A MAJOR STRATEGIC INTEREST TO THE U.S. 

AND NATO BECAUSE IT IS ADJACENT TO THE EXTREMELY IMPORTANT 
SOVIET AIR/NAVAL BASE COMPLEXES ON THE KOLA PENINSULA WHERE 
MUCH OF THE USSR'S SLBM CAPABILITY IS LOCATED. THE SHORTEST 
TRAJECTORY BETWEEN KOLA AND THE USA PASSES OVER NORWAY. 
NORWAY’S LOCATION CAN PROVIDE BASES FROM WHICH TO OBSERVE 
AND INTERDICT THE SEA AND AIR ROUTES USED BY SOVIET FORCES 
TRANSITING TO AND FROM THE NORTH SEA, BALTIC, THE ICELAND/UK/ 
FAEROES GAP AND THE ATLANTIC. IN ADDITION, ITS NORTH SEA OIL 
FIELDS PROVIDE A POTENTIAL ALTERNATE SOURCE OF OIL FOR WESTERN 
EUROPE. AT THE SAME TIME THE NORWEGIAN OIL COULD SIMILARLY 
APPEAL TO THE SOVIET UNION EITHER AS A SOURCE OR A TARGET. 

IN VIEW OF THIS STRATEGIC IMPORTANCE THE FOLLOWING SECURITY

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3. A. (2) (S) THE TREAT - EXTERNAL: 

NORWAY HAS A VERY ACUTE PERCEPTION OF THE SOVIET THREAT 
TO ITS NORTHERN BORDERS. THIS PERCEPTION IS BASED ON THE IN- 
CREASING DEPLOYMENTS AND UPGRADING OF SOVIET CONVENTIONAL AND 
STRATEGIC FORCES ON THE ADJACENT KOLA PENINUSLA. NORWAY 
FORESEES ITS TERRITORY AS HAVING INCREASING UTILITY TO SOVIET 
STRATEGIC NEEDS, WHICH CONSIST OF DEFENSIVE PROTECTION FOR 
SLBM AND SLBM DISPERSAL SITES IN TIMES OF CRISIS, ATTACKING ANY 
ALLIED BASES AND PRESENCE IN NORTH NORWAY WHICH COULD THREATEN 
THE USSR AND THE POTENTIAL REQUIREMENTS FOR FORWARD AIR BASES

NORWAY SIGNED THE NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY IN 1949 AND HER PRESENT 
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DEFENSE ORGANIZATION AND POLICY IS BASED ON THIS MEMBERSHIP. 

GREAT IMPORTANCE IS ATTACHED TO THE PEACETIME PREPARATIONS DEEMED 
NECESSARY FOR THE RECEPTION OF REINFORCEMENTS TO NORTHERN 
NORWAY. NORWEGIAN DEFENSE POLICY IS COMMITTED TO A POLICY OF 
QUOTE TOTAL DEFENSE UNQUOTE WHEREIN THE ENTIRE 
POPULATION CONTRIBUTES AS REQUIRED. STEPS TO IMPLEMENT THE 
TOTAL DEFENSE CONCEPT HAVE BEEN TAKEN THROUGH PLANNING, 
ORGANIZATION, PREPARATIONS AND TRAINING, BOTH IN THE CIVILIAN

THE NUMBER OF CONSCRIPTS CALLED UP YEARLY FOR NATIONAL SERVICE 
TO FILL THE PEACETIME ESTABLISHMENT OF THE ARMED FORCES IS ON 
AN AVERAGE 22,000 MEN. FOLLOWING DISCHARGE, EACH CONSCRIPT IS 
LIABLE TO A PERIOD OF RESERVE SERVICE AND WILL REMAIN AVAIL 
ABLE TO THE MILITARY DEFENSE FORCES UP TO THE AGE OF 45. 

AFTER DISCHARGE FROM INITIAL SERVICE, THE SOLDIER IS TRANSFERRED

THE ROYAL AIR FORCE CONSISTS OF APPROXIMATELY 10,000 OFFICERS

MODESTLY THROUGH PROCUREMENT OF MODERN EQUIPMENT. (IMMEDIATE FU- 
TURE MAJOR ITEMS FOCUS IS ON THE F-16 AIRCRAFT AND COAST GUARD 
SHIPS). A MAJOR PROCUREMENT PROBLEM FACES THE NORWEGIAN 
ARMED FORCES IN THE 1980'S AS THE SHIPS AND EQUIPMENT ACQUIRED
